Schoo! District Receives 


Excellent interest Rate 


Crawford AuSable School District offi- 
cials and members of the Board of Educa- 
tion were elated with the outcome of the 
bond bid award made at their special meet- 
ing Thursday, November 14. 

Crawford AuSable School District 
building and site bonds worth $4,950,000 
were Sold to finance a construction project 
involving Middle School renovation, new 
construction and site work, Middle School 
gymnasium renovation, Grayling Elemen- 
tary classroom additions and renovation, 
playground site work and bus garage con- 
struction. The voters of the district had 
authorized the Board to sell the bonds at a 


September 10 election. 

The Board accepted the bid of 8.2579% ef- 
fective interest rate by Paine, Webber, 
Jackson and Curtis; the lowest of the four 
bids received by the district. The rate of 
8.2579% over the twenty year life of the issue 
is the lowest interest rate for a school dis- 
trict bond sale of a comparable time length 
and amount in the state this year. Recent 
sales have ranged from 8.50% to 10.50%. 

In the case of the Crawford AuSable 
School District, each percentage point 
saved is worth $700,000. to the taxpayers 
over the twenty-year life of the issue. The

Students Jumping On Band Program Bandwagon 


The Grayling High School Band is a hot item. 
At the last two parades, for Homecoming and Halloween, 
the GHS Marching Band drew as many cheers as floats or 


costumed goblins. 


With a new band director, Dennis Orrmsbee, leading the 
way, Student interest has increased. Last year, 22 students 
participated in the high school band. This year, there's 
already 36 students in band plus the GHS Marching Band has 
five volunteers carrying flags to add to the band’s style. 

In the lower grades, the band program has also attracted 


many more students. 


This year, the 7th and 8th grade band or advanced band has 
47 students compared to 35 last year. The 6th grade or begin- 
ning band increased from 26 students to 28 this year. 

And this week, a new 5th grade band is being started by 
Ormsbee with as many as 100 students expressing interest in 


joining. 


Additionally, Ormsbee has started a jazz group for high 
school students that. meets before school a couple days a 


week. 


‘ven with the increase at the high school, only about 6 per- 
cent of the high school students are involved with band right 


how. 


“I’m hoping the numbers will continue to increase,” said 
Ormsbee. ‘‘I would like to have 125 in the marching band.” 
Ormsbee said 125 students in the marching band would be 


about 22 percent of the high schoo} student population — a 
goal that’s not unrealistic with Ormsbee even though the 
state average is 10 percent. 

Ormsbee taught for 13 years at Atlanta before coming to 
the Crawford AuSable School District, and at the high school 
level there 37 percent of the students were participating in 
band and at the junior high level 52 percent of the students 
participated. 

If the numbers increase here, Ormsbee said eventually he 
would like to have separate fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth

REAGAN AND

Is President Reagan’s 
belief in the Bible endanger- 
ing our national security?

time in which so many of the 
prophecies are coming 
together.

te tax carries $90 million this year, both of 
which were reflected in the current year 
budget. 

Blanchard has proposed, and the House 
has approved, dropping the income tax 
rate to 4.6 percent on May 1 (instead of Oc- 
tober 1, 1987 as now set in law), but Senate 
Republicans are pushing a new plan with a 
December 1 roliback. 

They contend that since the tax increase 
was intended to deal with a problem that is 
now solved, it should be rescinded imme- 
diately. 

But the Governor said that would mean a 
return to ‘voodoo bookkeeping,”’ since he 
said he does not trust Senate Fiscal 
Agency figures which indicate the earlier 
rollback could be accomplished and still 
leave the state with a surplus. 

But when asked if his May dates were 
negotiable, Mr. Blanchard said, “I have to 
believe there is some way to work it out. 
My concern is the financial plan remain on 
track.” 


Senate Finance Committee Chairman 
Norman Shinkle (R-Lambertville) said he 
will propose advancing that to November 
11, which would coincide with the begin- 
ning workweek of a solvent state govern- 
ment. He said the change would still leave 
about $7 million in a special account which 
had been set up to reverse the accounting 
measures. 

The Governor said the inclusion by 
Republicans of senior citizen property tax 
relief “could be a major breakthrough’ 
because they now support moving in that 
direction. He had proposed a more general 
expansion of property tax relief through 
more generous income tax credits. 

Blanchard and Treasurer Robert Bow- 
man certified the climination of the debt 
during a Detroit press conference, which 
was linked by telephone to conferences in 
10 other cities around the state. 

Additionally, Bowman sent letters to the 
two major New York credit rating agen- 
cies informing them that the state has fully 
returned to accepted accounting practices. 
The state has won the highest credit rating 


on short-term debts from the agencies, but - 
is still seeking improvement in its long- 


term bond rating. 


Does Prenatal Care 
Really Make a Difference? 


(Third of a 3-Part Series) 


The following article is 
based on an actual interview 
between the author (Sandra 
Heintz, Arbor Associates) 
and a health department 
cHent who lives in northern 
Michigan. Although the 
names have been changed 
out of respect to the client's 
privacy, the story is a fac- 
tual account of the client’s 
experience. 

Jenny and Bob have been 
married for five years, 
although not the first 
marriage for either. Jenny 
has four children by her first 
marriage, ranging in ages 
from 15 to 21, and Bob has an 
eight-year old daughter by 
his first marriage. Like so 
many couples starting a new 
life together, they greatly 
desired to have a baby. How- 
ever, severai frustrating 
years passed with no concep- 
tion. After nearly giving up 


hope, Jenny discovered in‘ 


February, 1985, there was a 
good chance she was preg- 
nant after a home pregnancy 
test she took showed positive 
results. 

Jenny and Bob were both 
elated with the possibility 
of the pregnancy. But their 
joy was also mixed with 
anxiety. After all, Jenny was 
39 years old and well aware 
that her biological clock was 
ticking away. Also in the 
back of her mind was a pain- 
ful memory of a previous 
miscarriage. She therefore 
wisely decided to see her 
physician right away. 

Her pregnancy was con- 
firmed, and a prenatal care 
schedule was worked out, in- 
cluding regular prenatal 
visits with her physician. 
Her physician’s nurse also 
referred Jenny to the local 
health department where, 
because of her income level, 
she could take advantage of 
several programs available 
for pregnant women. Jenny 
received vitamins, nutrition- 
al counseling and food 
coupons through the health 
department’s WIC program, 
which is a special supple- 
mental food program for 
women, infants, and child- 
ren. She also received finan- 
cial assistance with the pre- 
natal care costs through the 
health department’s pre- 


natal care program. 


As her physician explained 
to her, the pregnancy was 
not without risks. Her age 
was the first thing to con- 
sider. Women over 35 tend to 
have a greater risk for 
chromosome probjems. One 
of the most common prob- 
lems related to chromosome 
irregularities is a condition 
known as Downs Syndrome. 
A procedure can be done, 


called amniocentesis, where 


a sample of the amniotic 
fluid surrounding the fetus is 
analyzed to determine if any 
genetic or metabolic defects 
exist. If Downs Syndrome is 
found early enough, a 
woman today can decide to 
terminate her pregnancy. 
But as Jenny explained, 
‘*Bob and I wanted this baby 
so mtich, we knew we would 
love it even if it were born 
with special problems.” So 
they chose not to have the 
amniocentesis performed. 
With the first major deci- 
sion behind them, Bob and 
Jenny attempted to think of 
the pregnancy in a positive 
manner, But as Jenny ob- 
served, it’s not easy. ‘You 
can’t help but worry about 
all kinds of things. I did a lot 
of reading about what could 
go wrong and naturally J

wondered if those things 
might happen to me.” With 
the physician’s encourage- 
ment, Jenny and Bob began 
to relax. After all, she had 
four uncomplicated preg- 
nancies behind her and she 
was in good health. 
Somewhere between her 
third and fourth month, Jen- 
ny was informed by her 
physician that she had 
developed a condition known 
as gestational diabetes. This 
is a form of diabetes which 
sometimes appears spon- 
taneously in pregnant 
women, even in women like 
Jenny, with no history of the 
disease.

Doodies From 
The Tall Timber 


by Wendell L. Hoover 


Within the stand of Virgin 
Pines, there is a number of 
tree species which combined 
together make up the total 
forest. Two trees of that total 
are the birches. The birch 
family is comprised of some 
one-hundred species of trees 
and shrubs. All members of 
this family have alternate 
leaves which vary in shape, 
have prominent veins, tooth- 
ed margins and short stems. 
Most birches are small to 
medium sized trees which 
grow quite rapidly, but are 
relatively short-lived. The 
wood is hard and used exten- 
sively in veneers for interior 
cabinet work. 

We have two species here 
which are common to the 
north and northeast. The 
Paper Birch or White Birch 
is the most widespread in 
range. According to one 
source, the White Birch 
reaches a height of eighty 
feet and a diameter of two 
feet. The birch is a pioneer 
species, which quickly re- 
seeds areas destroyed by 
fire. The bark on the Paper 
Birch is its most noteworthy 
characteristic. 

The other birch we have is 
the Yellow Birch, which pre- 
fers to grow in a mixture of 
beech, maple, Red and 


' White Pine. In a forest, this 


tree may on good soil, attain 
heights of ninety feet and 
diameters up to four feet. 
This was one of the preferred 
hardwoods when the nor- 
thern forest of pine was gone 
and the Jumbermen were 
trying to ward off financial 
disaster. The Yellow Birch is 
in some areas the most abun- 
dant of all our native bir- 
ches.

The Influenza Vaccine: 
Who Should Get It and When 


Influenza viruses cause 
serious outbreaks of respira- 
tory disease. Cough, fever 
and extreme weakness, of- 
ten associated with muscle 
aches and a sore throat, are 
the hallmarks of the ‘the 
flu’. Pneumonia may follow. 
The elderly, or those with 
underlying health problems, 
may become severely ill. 
They are at “high risk” 
during influenza epidemics. 

In 1968 almost 25% of the 
U.S. population was affected 
by influenza. In 1984 at least 
10,000 so called excess 
deaths, directly or indirectly 
caused by the flu, occurred 
here. Over 90% of those 
deaths were in persons over 
65. 

The influenza vaccine can 
help control the spread of 
these epidemics and can pre- 
vent infection in many per- 
sons. The vaccine is made 
from several influenza A and 
B strains and is inactive. It is 
given by injection into the 
deltoid muscle of the upper 
arm. The vaccine is very 
safe and has few side effects 
(see below). 

About two weeks after 
vaccination most people will 
have developed at least 
some antibodies which will 
help prevent influenza or at 
least decrease its severity 
and risk of complications, 
However, over the next year, 
the level of protection will 
decline and the person will 
again be susceptible to infec- 
tion. 

Should you be vaccinated? 
The Center for Disease Con- 
trol in Atlanta offers the 
following guidelines: 

1. All persons 65 or older. 

2. Adults and children with 
certain chronic disease, 
especially lung, heart, kid- 
ney disease, severe anemia 
or diabetes mellitus. Lung 
diseases, for example, in- 
clude emphysema, asthma, 
cystic fibrosis and other 
diseases. 

3. Nursing home residents 
and residents of some 
chronic care facilities. 

4, Anyone with poor im- 
munity (this might include 
patients getting some form 
of chemotherapy). 

0. Medical personnel. 

6. Persons who wish to

reduce their chances of con- 
tracting influenza. 

Some persons should not 
be vaccinated. Those include 
persons severely allergic to 
eggs. If you have a cold or a 
fever, the vaccine should be 
deferred until you recover. 

What are the side effects? 
Generally, few. The injec- 
tion site may be red and 
swollen for 1-2 days. Fever, 
muscle aches may occur, 
especially in children. 

If your doctor recom- 
mends the pneumonia vac- 
cine, you get both injections 
together. Remember the 
pneumonia vaccine is only 
given once. 

You can still get influenza 
after vaccination, especially 


if you have poor immunity, 
but the chances of illness, 
particularly severe illness, 
is much less. 

Pregnant women are not 
at increased risk of severe 
illness with influenza. If they 
do need vaccination, it 
should be done after the first 
trimester. 


The vaccine should be 
given by late fall, the begin- 
ning of the flu season. If 
given too early, the anti- 
bodies may ‘‘wear off’. If 
given too late exposure may 
occur. October or November 
may be the best time.

Corner 


I came across a sheet of 
paper with tidbits of infor- 
mation. I’m not sure, but I 
believe it was sent to me 
from one of our co-ops. 

To remove kernels from 
an ear of corn, place it in the 
funnel of an angel food cake 
pan and cut from the top 
down. The kernels will fall in 
the pan. 

Before scalding milk, wipe 
the bottom of the pan with a 
bit of butter, and the milk 
will not scorch. 

Turn a colander upside 
down over the frying pan 
when frying chicken, fish, or 
meat. Steam can escape, but 
fat cannot splatter. 

The layers of a cake will 
come out of their pans with- 
out sticking, if you set hot 
pans on damp cloths when 
they come out of the oven. 

Heat lemons and limes in 
hot water a few minutes 
before squeezing, you will 
get twice as much juice. This 
applies to oranges as well, 
folks; and the warmth is 
what will make egg whites 
beat higher in a shorter 
length of time. 

Place oranges in a hot 
oven for a few minutes 
before peeling and no white 
fibre will be left on the 
orange. 

Always knead your pastry 
dough with the heel of your 
hand. It is the coolest part of 
your hand. Darlin’, keep this 
in mind when you knead 
your bread. 

Frozen berries in bread 
will not bleed if only partly 


_ defrosted. Bake a little 


longer. 

When boiling rice or 
macaroni, grease for three 
of four inches inside the ket- 
tle holding water, and it will 
not boil over. This almost 
makes sense since we know 
that starch sometimes acts 
like a glue and adheres to 
surfaces.
